A BIG DRIVING FEAT. 
THE bes led riders who guide a score or more of 


horses at terrific speed about sawdust circus-ri 
have been considered for generations the most skilfel 
and picturesque horsemen in the world. 

An entirely new and far more difficult problem in 
driving has recently been devised and satisfactoril 
solved in Germany. The new driving feat includes all 
the difficulties of the circus trick, tesides introducing 
catty series = features. 

e feat is rendered specially difficult by combini 
the difficulties of driving four ‘case airee with that 
of managing a very elongated tandem. The team is 
made up of ten horses. The tandem is complicated by 
hitching four horses abreast to begin with, with a team 
of three horses in front of these, two immediately before 
these, and # single horse at the apex of this curious 
pyramid. 

‘This remarkable team was devised by William 
Wesner, of Vienna, and by him driven repeatedly. He 
has performed several feats in fancy driving with his 
team before the Emperor of Germany and the Emperor 
of Austria. and has received medals from both monarchs. 
The performance is quite the most difficult feat of 
horsemanship in the world. 

The difficulties of controlling ten horses harnessed in 
this way may be readily understood. The distance of 
the leader in this case is fully thirty-five feet from the 
driver's box. 

The strange team is controlled with eight reins. Two 
reins are carried to each set of horses harnessed abreast. 
Mr. Wesuer not only controls this complicated team in 
straight driving, but has succeeded in manwuvring 
them in the form of the figure 8.

A TELEPHONE PAPER. 


PestH, in Hungary, has a telephone newspaper—tho 
only one of the kind it the world. 

It is valuable for persons who are unable or too 
lazy to uee their eyes or who cannot read. It has six 
thousand subscribers, who receive the news as they would 
ordinary telephone messages. 

A special wire, 168 miles long, runs along the windows 
of the houses of subscribers, which are connected with 
the main line by separate wires and special apparatus 
which prevents the blocking of the system by an 
accident at one of the stations. 

Within the houses long, flexible wires make it possible 
to carry the receiver to the bed or any other part of the 
room. 

The news is not delivered as it happens to come in, 
but is carefully edited and arran according to a 
printed schedule, so thut a subscriber at any time knows 
what part of the paper he is going to hear. 

The staff is organised like that of any other news- 


per. 
iter the copy has passed through the hands of the 
editor, who is liable for its communications, it is given 
to the “speakers ”—ten men with strong voices and 
clear enunciation, who work in shifts of two at a time, 
and talk the news through a telephone. 
There are twenty-eight editions uttered a day. Addi- 
tions to the first edition are announced as news items. 
To fill up the time when no news is coming in, the 
subscribers are entertained with vocal and instrumental 
concerts, the wire being in communication with the 
churches, opera-house, and music-hulls.

SLIDING DOWN A MOUNTAIN. 


A CuurTs THat 1s Over Sixty Mries Lona.

Such an experience may be had in California, and it 
canuot be duplicated elsewhere in the world. 

‘There are many channels in Culifornia frcm thirty to 
sixty miles long. They are desi to convey 
from the heavily timbered mountains to mills located 
near cities in the valle;s close to railrouds. After the 
channel is built the cost of transporting the logs is 
almost ncthing, and the first cost of the channel, 
though quite heavy in oe is soon regained 
aul a substantial profit made. 

These channels are very much alike. They consist 
of a trough shaped like a V, and supported on trestles 
or on braces attached to the sides of heel deere cliffs. 
Water is secured at some stream on the mountain and 
turned into the channel, which is intended to convey a 
stream that will be three or four feet decp in the middle 
of the trough. 

In buildmg the channel they are made to conform 
largely to the level of the country traversed, but no 

i ly steep grades are allowed, and of course the 
channel must descend all the way. No up grade is, for 
obvious reasons, permissible. 

In crossing casons the channels are supported on 
trestles, At times a chunnel will be suspended in air 
several hundred feet above the ground. Occasionally 
the channels are attached to the sides of the cliffs, from 
which it may be a sheer drop of two or three thousand 
feet to the valley below. 

ju Northern California is a channel sixty-four miles 
loug—the longest in the world. It cost £92 to build it, 
und as timber is cheap there, that item was a minor 
cousideration, As channels are intended for floating 
logs only, they are not made as solid as would be 
required if passen were to be carried. Yet they are 
quite substantial, for a break down means a large loss 
of logs and time and the cost of making repairs. 

The boats in which adventurous men occasional]: 
mike the descent of the courses, or “‘ shoot the chutes, 
are of cheap construction, made V shaped to fit into the 
channel. Boards nailed across serve as seats. The boate 
can be built by a carpenter in an hour, and the wood 
tbat enters into their construction costs only a trifle. 
The boat serves for one trip only; it is never carried 
back to be used a second time. No attempt is made to 
have them watertight, as they cannot sink in the shallow 
water. 

In Fresno County, Cal., is a channel fifty miles long. 
It takes the water from Stephenson Creek, a 
rese:voir having been built in the mountains to hold the 
water until it is needed to fill the channel. 

A thrilling trip down this channel was recently made 
by a P.W. correspondent, who writes : 

“In the mountains, at the head of the channel, the 
weather was intensely cold. The night bad been 
uncomfortable, lack of bedding preventing us from 
keeping warm. We started on our exciting ride 
carly, Just as the rising sun was gilding the tops of 
the pines and turning the frost into myriads of spark- 
ling jewels. Ice had formed along the chunnel, and 
aiter we bad lifted our boat into the water, ice 
formed on it. 

* After seating ourselves in the boat, the men who 
were holding it released it, and the trip commenced. 
There is no stopping after that, and hardly any time to 
realise that there is danger abead. 

~ Near the pont of Stephenson Mountain the channel 

asses over the caiion of the San Joaquin River, at a 

eight of 3,000 feet. We were unable to see the bottom, 
and we held our breath as we ruahed rapidly on, unable 
to te even had we seen a break in the channel ahead. 

“After reaching the valley the chunnel passed 
over orchards and vineyards, and the weather becaine 
uncomfortably warm ; but the water that still carried the 
frail boat was icy cold, and served as_a reminder . of 
the enowy peaks of the Sierras from which the start 
wus made. 

~ A transition from the frigid to the temperate and then 
to the torrid zone is made during the trip of fifty-two 
tuilea, which takes a little less than four hours. 

“For the last twelve miles of the trip the specd 
slackened continually, the country being almost level. 
Newr Clovis, the termination of the channel, the water 
flowed s0 slowly that we alighted with euse, and the boat 
stopped with little effort.”

The 
almost universal rendering is: ‘And not a drop to 
drink.” The EcHo of March 19th, 1895, prints it thus, 
and in quotation marks too! * What Coleridge wrote in 
“The Ancient Mariner ” was : “ Nor any drop to drink.” 

Another well-known quotation suffers in the first 
ling instead of the second. “ Twas 
everthusfromchild- —Of the same hood's hour,” is 
the usual reading. Sort. What Thomas 
Moore actually says is: “Oh, ever thus,” 
etc. It is scarcely credible that a certain number of 
misquoters also nonsensically interject “ happy ” between 
bis chi \dhood's” and “hour”; the complementary line 
being: “I’ve seen my fondest hopes decay.”—“ The Fire 
Woes : 

“ Fresh fields and pastures new ” should be, accordi 
to Milton’s “ Lycidas,” line 193, “fresh woods an 

tures new”; and to correct the erratum: “The 
uman form divine,” we must go to his ‘“ Paradise Lost,” 
Book III., and read: “Thus with the year seasons 
return, but not tome returns day, or the sweet approach 
of even or morn, or flocks or herds or human face 
divine.” 

“Spare the rod and spoil the child” + may be either a 
misquotation or a quotation attributed to the wron, 
source, anyway, Solomon did not say it. What he di 
say was: “ He that spareth the rod hateth his son.” 

And the word “rod” in this connection does not 
stand necessarily for a leather strap or a willow stick, 
but as a symbol of guidance and correction. Compare: 
“ His rod and his staff er comfort me.” 

In Grey’s “ Elegy” will be found the correction of 
“The even tenor of their way”; here it says “The 
moeees gs at their way.” 

“The end justifies the means.” This is not literall 
translated, for it is generally cited for, “ Where the and 
is lawful the means thereto are lawful also ”—the maxim 
of the Jesuit writer, Busenbaum.

But in days happily gone 
by dedications were more often than not inappro- 
priate. ner is it difficult to understand the reason for 
this when the origin of dedications is learnt. A well- 
known writer dealing with the subject explains how 
unpopular the style of those times was, and how 
“ writers prostituted their abilities by fawning on the 
Ernie of the patrons to whose influence they 

epended for acale.” There was no general demand 
for books, and the man of letters who hoped to pocket 
any yrofits, did so by selecting a suitable grandee. who 
was to some extent an advertisement of the work. 
During the sixteenth, seventeenth, and early 
eighteenth centuries, a sum of money was invariably 
preeee to the author in return for a dedication.

Another silent method of taking pheasants is by
